Of Churchill, Ike, Dulles 


JERUSALEM (JP)—Israel’s Prime Minister has called on Brit- 
ain and the United States to back up with solid deeds their recent 
reassurances to the Jewish state. 

Prime Minister Moshe Sharett told the Knesset that Israel is 
still seeking “deeds that will demonstrate the 


sincerity of the assur- 


for a peaceful settlement with 
Israel.” He commented: 

“In spite of all our yearning for 
true signs of peace, we must be- 
ware, in the light of our experi- 
ence, of being led astray by de- 
ceptive tactics. Only time will 
tell whether these words were 
sincerely meant, or whether this 
was nothing but an attempt to 
lull and mislead the authorities in 
Washington.” 

He reviewed Israel’s foreign re- 
lations for the Knesset, analyz- 
ing the following factors affect- 
ing its security: 

@ Egypt, despite achieving her 
main national] objective with the 
end of British occupation of the 
Suez canal zone, has violated her 
obligation to assure passage 
the canal for Israeli 
ships.

Dr. Patai, a member of the fac- 
lty at the Dropsie college and at 
university, a noted 
cultural anthropologist and au- 
thor of the book “Ssrael Between 
East and West,” asserted that 
even within Jewry there is a 
great amount of cultural inter- 
change. He cited the case of Is- 
rael, where Jews of many diverse 
backgrounds are now engaged in 
a major process of cultural ex- 
change. 
AGREED WITH PATAI 

Dr. Sidney Morgenbesser 
agreed with Dr. Patai that cul- 
tural crises are almost a normal 
feature of Jewish history. He is 
an instructor in philosophy at the 
New School for Social Research 
and formerly director of B’nai 
Brith Hillel Foundations at the 
University of Pennsylvania, Yale, 
and Queens college. 

He said that many of the 
changes in Jewish life were not 
simply reactions to the external 
world; they were often due to 
inner differences within the Jew- 
ish community. He stated that, 
throughout their history, Jews 
have attempted to arrive at some 
satisfactory synthesis and that 
majority conclusions have often 
failed to prove satisfactory to all 
Jews at a given time. 

Dr. Morgenbesser then turned 
his attention to current philoso- 
phies of Jewish life. He noted 
that most present - day Jewish 
philosophers claimed that Juda- 
ism must be a complete way of 
life, must be religiously oriented, 
and must be traditional. He sug- 
gested that there was a certain 
amount of ambiguity in all three 
claims and that Jewish philoso- 
phers have usually overreached 
themselves in defending these 
propositions.

n upstate New York—on U.S, 

9W, 1.4 miles south of Marl- 
boro and a little more than six 
mifts north of Newburgh—stands 
the Gomez House, the oldest ex- 
tant structure built and occupied 
by Jews in this country. The 
house is situated in a hollow of 
the famous Devil’s Dance Cham- 
ber, where Indians used to gather 
for ceremonial rites and where a 
number of Indian trails crossed 
each other. 


Constructed between 1717 and 
1720 by Lewis Gomez and his son 
Daniel as an Indian trading post, 
stone blockhouse and residence, 
the house is now a private home, 
but it still retains the two-foot- 
thick walls, the original fireplace 
and the old door. The stream 
that runs past the house and 
through northern Newburgh, 
joining the Hudson River at the 
town of Marlboro, was for many 
years called Jew’s Creek and so 
identified on early maps and re- 
cords. Today it is known as Ack- 
er’s Creek. 

Lewis Gomez was a merchant: 
shipper with large merchantile in- 
terests throughout the colonies, 
He was president of New York’s 
Congregation Shearith Israel and 
was one of those leaders who ac- 
quired for the congregation the 
site of its Mill Street synagogue. 
In 1711, Gomez was one of seven 
Jews who contributed toward the 
erection of Trinity Church’s 
steeple. He acquired a large tract 
of land in 1716 in what is now 
Orange County.

‘Mowiewnl Club Devotes Its Time 
To Finding Ways to Aid People

NE hundred Jewish men-—no more and no less—form one of Montreal's most unusual and hard- 

est working welfare organizations. 

The 100 men make up the Dalse Welfare club. They hold membership to that figure and members 
have to do two things: pay their dues and be willing to work. The males get a helping hand from 
their wives, who’make up an auxiliary for the club. 


Shut-ins, tuberculosis victims, 
and underprivileged children are 
among those who have often had 
eause to be thankful that the 
Dalse club exists. 

* * + 

ONE UNUSUAL FEATURE of 
the club’s activities is its annual 
campaign for funds. The best ad- 
vertisement comes in the annual 
reports of many Montreal hospi- 
tals and welfare centers which 
thank the club for its activities 
on behalf of patients and other 
unfortunates. 

The club was first formed in 
the 1920s as a young men’s or- 
ganization. Its name comes from 
the first letters of the words 
drama, athletics, literature, so- 
cial, and educational, these being 
the ‘raisons d'etre’ of the original 
group. 

In 1942, after a long lapse, the 
group reorganized. But this time

altruism, love of mankind, social 


work, and education. 
* * * 

ONE COMMITTEE of the club 
operates two movie projectors, If 
a sick or shut-in person would 
like to see a good movie, the 
family can call any member’ of 
the club. The committee is noti- 
fied, and they arrive with projec- 
tor, films, and all other equip- 
ment needed. The films are 16- 
millimeter prints’ of regular, 
movie theatre offerings, usually 
comedies or musicals chosen to 
bring a smile to the shut-in’s face, 
The club clocks over 250 shows 
a year. 

For bed-patients who can’t sit 
up to read, the club has ceiling 
projectors which use microfilm- 
ed book spools. For the blind, 
there are ‘talking book’ record- 
players and the books, on disc 
records, that go with them. Ten 
of these have been donated to 
the Canadian National Institute 


for the Blind, and others are in

Grand Old Man of Italy 








Luigi Luzzatti 


(1841-1927) 


ORN the son of one of the leading Jewish families in 
Venice, Luigi Luzzati was given a liberal education, 

At nine, a healthy, robust boy who played well as all sports, 
he was taught Italian literature, philosophy and natural 


science. He could

Because of his mother’s wish, he entered the university 










to study law, but he had little taste for it, and after he grad- 
uated, never practiced the profession. Economics interested 
him most, and the improvement of the lot of the Italian 
working masses. He started a mutual aid society for under- 
paid gondoliers and had to flee Venice to escape arrest on a 
charge of treason. 

He became a teacher and preached his ideas of mutual 
aid, people’s banks and popular credit. Before he was 30 he 
entered politics. When Italy was on the verge of bank- 
ruptcy, Luigi was appointed minister of the treasury. He 
restored Italy’s finances and saved his country from im- 
minent gnancial collapse. Luzzati was the first to establish 
people’s savings banks and originated a law for compul- 
sory accident insurance, 

At 69 he became prime minister of Italy. Hating op- 
pression and persecution he fought to destroy it in all coun- 
tries. Often he served as peacemaker between foreign 
powers and negotiated treaties which gave a new economic 
life to Italy. 

An old man, he retired to his home in Rome where daily 
there flowed a procession of princes of the blood, foreign 
diplomats, cabinet ministers, rabbis, bankers, merchants 
and humble men of all faiths to seek his advice and support 
for their projects. He died mourned by all as the Grand 
Old Man of Italy.

Chaos Is 


HE problem of the declining income 

from local annual drives has been 
pushed into the forefront by the action 
of the St. Paul United Jewish Fund and 
Council. 

Whether or not the St. Paul plan to 
use “‘moral’”’ sanctions is the correct so- 
lution, it is obvious that something must 
be done, unless the present system uni- 
versally employed throughout U.S. Jew- 
ish communities of one all-jneclusive 
annual campaign is to fall apart. 

_ The executive committee of the Cen 
tral Atlantic Region of the Council of 
Jewish Federations and Welfare Fund 
will address itself to the same problem 
at its meeting in Atlantic City on Sept. 
18 and 19. 

No doubt, this problem will be the 
major subject of discussion in the U. S. 
Jewish community for some time to 
come. 

This*is the correct approach—wide 
discussion of the matter. 

There have been errors in the past, 
both in the local communities and na- 
tionally as well, and the pointing up of 
these will tend to bring about moves 
leading to their amelioration. 

But we must face up to the situation 
frankly. We must stop this blaming of 
all manner of non-existent causes for the 
drastic drop in funds. 

Snce the heyday of fund-raising in 
1948, there has been no serious economic 
decline. In fact, if anything, the Jewish 
community which rose to such magnifi- 
cent heights of generosity in that year, 
is probably as well if not better off eco- 
nomically today than it was then. 

When the income from local drives 
began to dwindle, the course that too 
many Jewish communities followed was 
to penalize the overseas agencies. The 
temptation was too great, and except in 
a few communities, allocations to local 
agencies were trimmed little, while the 
bulk of the decline was subtracted from

This was evasion, 

This was weakness on the part of 
the local community, which raised its 
funds on the appeal of the overseas sit- 
uation. 

It was the easy path, and too many 
Jewish communities followed it without 
realizing that this weakness would soon 
catch up with them. 

The hard way would have been to 
cut allocations across the board, so that 
the community would know that if it 
wished to maintain its Jewish education 
system, its public relations offices, its go- 
cial services agencies, it must provide 
the funds. 

The trend of the day has been the 
growing strength of the local commu- 
nity, and the gradual decline of the 
national Jewish organizations. But this 
trend could be maintained only by the 
assumption of responsibilities by ‘the lo- 
cal people. When funds were plentiful, 
there was no problem. But as funds be- 
gan to shrink the leaders began to ig- 
nore the responsibilities. They thereby 
were yielding the control of the Jewish 
community which it had taken them 25 
long hard years of fighting to win. 

This is a failure of leadership, 

Instead of trying to explain away the 
decline, the leaders should have been 
telling the communities sternly that they 
were defaulting on their obligations. 

The result has been a power vacuum, 

In another day, the national agencies 
would have moved quickly to fill it. 

But today, with the national agen- 
cies no longer set up to give leadership 
on a national basis, the only result will 
be chaos. 

The alternative is for the hundreds 
of capable local leaders to face up to 
the situation, and quit alibying to their 
consciences and to their local people,
